Sii S. r.ANGAKATllA lilCDALIAK .—Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
this ainondmoiit ^ welcome. The appointment of special officers 
envisaged in thcbo rules has been a loug-folt want. Time and 
again complaints w ero received by municipalities that the taxa- 
tion had not been uniform, and the executive officers — formerly the 
Chairmen and later on the Municipal Commissioners were telling 
that they were not able to do justice effectively and uniformly to 
all com onicd so far as taxation was concerned. Therefore some 
person outside the municipal body hud to be appointed and the 
custom was to appoint llcvenue Duisional otficeis now and then 
whenever necessity aiose for revision of taxation. They did some 
good woik, no doubt. But g*‘ncrally the woik of such officers 
was not accoiding to any method and the benefit that resulted 
from appointing such olliucis did not accrue to all uniformly. 
Therefore the need for a ecntial body of officers unconnected with 
the niunicipalitiei, but directly under the control of the 
Government, is greatly felt. Also, analogous to the officers pro- 
posed in the rules, wo have got tho local fund auditors who come 
and peiiodically look into the accounts and the financial position 
of the distiict bouids, and they arc doing verj good work. 
Similarly tho officers proposed in the rules aie necessary for this 
reason, that they will bo able to a&jess taxation of ail people 
faiily, in a just manner, without being influenced by local 
politics or other considerations. This work was formerly being 
done by municipal commissioiu who were appointed specially 
for this purpose, but they were not able to do much and the 
benefit also was not \ ery widely felt and they did the work in a 
slip shod manner too. Therefore if such work should be done 
periodically and methodically .in 1 in a manner holiiful to tho beat 
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interests of the municipality, the appointment of these officers 
was absolutely necessary. There has been too much leakage of 
revenue in every municipality. T can say with regard to Chittoor 
municipality with some authority. All the houses in Chittoor 
municipality have not been uniformly asaessod or assessed accord- 
ing to real state of affairs. As my friend Mr. Pragnda Kotaiah 
said, rich man escaped and the poor man had to bear the increased 
taxation. Such inequalities could easily be eliminated by the 
special officers contemplated und^r these rules . This is not a case 
where the amendment seeks to dej), ive th" ni mieipalitiea of their 
legitimate powers ; the power of taxation cuntumes to be vested in 
the municipalities. Revision of aseessment is the only matter given 
to the special officers, instead of to the municipal corambsioners 
who are not able to do anything. A number of appeals aro 
pending and the committee of appeal ha« not been able to meet 
as and when required and there is aeeumiil.ition of appeals and the 
commissioner, however conscientious or able he may he, is not 
able to attend to this work properly 

There is another reason wh}' the commissioner should not 
be entrusted with this work. The commissioner who happens to 
be in the municipality takes nearly 2 or 2 ^ years to get himself 
acquainted with the people and the problems of a particular 
municipality. By the time he gets himself acquainted with the 
people and the piobleras of a raunicipalily and gets experience, 
he is transferred. So much so, his experience is not availed of 
and when ho goes to another municipality he has again to acquaint 
himself with the people and the problems of that municipality 
Therefore, in that way the commissioner happens to be an eternal 
student and nmhing useful is done by the commissioners for this 
reason. So, the appointment of special officers is necessary. Also 
there is the appeal to tho municipal councils as usual on the decision 
of the special officers. The only guarantee we expect from these 
special officers is uniform, fair and just taxation. There will be 
little chance of leakage of revenue and they will take all decisions 
independently and without fear or favour, not considered by local 
politics. They will be able to do suliitantial justice to the munici- 
palities. Again, tho qucbtion of theii salary also is being provided 
for in the rules. It h only fail that the municipalities should 
hear a portion of the salary of those officers because tho work that 
they do is for the houelit of tho municipalities and tlie aimicipaU' 
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ties should not grudge paying. If the municipality does not pay, 
the Goveinmeni u-ill have to pay all the same. It does not matter 
whether the municipality pays directly or the Government 
indirectly Anyhow they have to he paid foi the work they do. 
They will be a permanent feature of the local self-government 
ndrami&tiation as a body of persons appointed peimanently and 
one ot two of them can go round the districts once in five yeais. 
In that way the revision will be carefully done. For this reason, 
Sii, I welcome this amendment, and sooner the appointment is 
made, the better for all the municipalities concerned. Thank 
you, Sir.

Mr. SPBAKF5R : — Somehow the same difficulty is experi- 
enced here also; for Government are increasing the tax.

The Hon. Sri D. SANJIVAYYA : — I am inclined to agree 
with you, Sir, that it does not refer to a Bill alone. But my 
only submission is, whether this notification should be treated as 
an amendment to the Act.

The Hon. Sri D. SANJIVAYYA : — Amendment to the 
Act will be by way of an amending Bill. 

Mr. SPEAKER : — The Constitution of India has not laid 
down in what form the Bill should come in or in what form an 
amendment should come. All it says is ‘Bill or amendment’. 
Therefore if the Government bring a Bill or an amendment for 
enhancing a tax, then it should get the recommendation of the 
Governor. 

The Hon. Sri D. SANJIVAYYA : — I have no objection 
to got this matter further examined. 
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Mr. SPEAKEll : — Was this questioii oxarainod before this 
notification was proposed to be moved in the Assembly ? 

The Hon, Sri D. SANJIVAYYA : — It has been examined 
and it was lelt that it was not necessary to get the recommendation 
of the Governor. It all depends upon the view a particular 
officer takes, or the Jjaw Department. It is ail a question of 
interpretation of the relevant clause in the Constitution of India. 

Mr. SPEAKER : — Is that the opinion of tho Advocate 
General in the matter ?

Ulr. SPEAKER : — ^The motion moved by the Minister is now 
before the House for discussion. 

Sri T. N. VENKATA SUBBA REDDI :— Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
without giving the impression that 1 am opposing this measure of 
taxation, I would like to bring to the notice of the Government a 
few facts. 1 believe the Hon. Minister said that in view of the fact 
that the motor vehicles which h«ive equipped themselves with 
Diesel binning units me e'eaping the Madras Sales of Motor Spirit 
Taxation Act, to that extent it is a loss to Government. 
I agree with him in that. But till such tune as there is a change 
of prospect in the transport economy, some sort of compensating 
tax should bo levied on these Diesel burning units. My only 
submission is that when this tax is sought to be incieased, 1 am 
sure, it is not the intention of the Government that this burden 
should fall on the agriculturists. For, I need not point out, it is 
only recently that our country has taken to mechanisation of 
agriculture ; and this has been possible, to a great extent, due to 
the enormous amount of encouragement given by the Government 
to mechanisation of agriculture. I need not stress the importance 
of mechanising agriculture in our country; for we are in deficit 
enormously in various things. When that is the case, surely it 
IS not the intention of Government that this buiden of taxation 
should fall on agriculture. I think the compensating tax from 
the motor vehicle operators can he secured in a different way. 
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For I feel it is possible to get some amount of revenue from the 
bus operators by levying a fixed unit tax on every Diesel vehicle, 
I calculated it this way ; that, in a year a vehicle may run for 
about 330 or 340 days, burning roughly about eight to ten gallons 
of fuel oil per day. This works out to 3400 gallons. The tax 
now sought to be levied on this 3400 gallons at the increased 
late of annas comes to .6 100 annas, which means about ronghly 
Rs. 300 and odd. I do not know why it eonlil not be possible to 
levy this Rs. 300 and odd (or whatever that eum may bo, the 
sum which Government seem to think to be reasonable) on these 
units and thus save the agricultural industry from the burden of 
this tax. As we all know, any tax levied in oor country ulti- 
mately falls on agriculture. There is not the necessary network 
of railways in our country for transport of goods. Our country 
is vast in extent and so all our agricultural produce has to move 
about by means of road transpoi t by means of motor lorries, and 
BO the present taxation measure will fall on the agriculturists. 
Again in aieas wheie rainfall is meagre, to supplement irrigation 
water, people resort to bale out water from wells. This costs 
them as much as Rs. 70 to 80 per sore, and this has to be done 
for four months in the year. When such is the case it would bo 
a burden on the upland areas of our State, or for the matter of 
fact, in all areas in our State, if this proposed tax is levied. I 
am distressed to see some sort of tax, similar to ours, is being 
sought to be levied in Madras Scate, and C am also distressed to 
see that some sort of increased tax is being put on Diesel oil in 
Orissa. I would like to bring to the notice of the Government at 
Delhi that the previous conception of taxing motor spirit, of every 
fuel oil as being conduoivo to the welfare of the agricultural 
industry in our country was all right in olden days, when, foreigners 
were interested in getting our raw materials at the cheapest rates 
possible, and this system of tax, i, e. levy on motor spirit was 
working both way.®. It was getting revenue to the Government, 
and for the capitalists from abroad, it was cutting down the cost of 
raw materials that they were taking away from the country. So I do 
hope that the Government of India will consider this aspect and try 
to take a new perspective of our transpoi t system. It would not 
be out of place for me here to mention that, as it is, the costing 
of this fuel oil is exorbitant. Most of us here may perhaps remem- 
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ber that only very recently it was pointed in Parliament that on 
things like motor oil, tyres and the like Government are having 
a monopolist prjco control in oar ooantry, A-U would remember 
tlirit a point was laisod in Parliament about the costing of tyros, 
and how immediately after that companies came forward with a 
reduction of price, Ifero also, in this case of fuel oil, the landing 
cost of fui'l oil in our country is very small when compared with 
the price at which it is being sold. So it would be very well if 
the (jlovernmenb will investigate and see our country is not being 
robbed by trust monopolies. I submit even if this present taxa* 
tion measure is brought with a view to see that the revenues of 
the Government do not dwindle in these critical times, I request 
Government to try and see if it is not possible to change this tax 
into one of a diffe’-ent type to avoid burdening of agricultural 
industry in this country.

P. C. and not under the Preventive Detention Act 
on 9-12-1955, They were released on 11-12-1953.

During the Second 
Mve Year Plan, period, it is proposed to organise 15 labour 
Contract Societies. To enable the Labour Contract Co-operative 
Societies to obta,in contracts without competition from contractors 
and others. Government have ordered that works relating to the 
Public Works Department, District Boards, Irrigation and High- 
ways Departments, whose estimated cost does not exceed 
Es. 2,500/- in each case, should be given to Labour Contract 
Co-operative Societies at their estimated cost without calling for 
tenders. The question of granting further conoessious to these 
societies is under the consideration of Government. 



(&) : There are 44 Labour Contract Co-operative Societies 
at the State. 

(c) : Yes, Sir. 

(d) ;-“The Central Banks have been assisting these Societies 
with finance to pay earnest deposits besides making advances 
towards the work. The Chitvel Labour Contract Society in the 
Cuddapah District and the Panduvagandi Reservoir Labour 
Contract Co-operative Society have executed large contracts 
with effective financial aid from District Banks.

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F BBI^rojects, the plan made provision for irrigation schemes for 
Pf^perinanent improvement of scarcity areas. Provision was 
made among others for Community Development and Rational 
Extension Service according to a programme drawn up by 
the Community Project Administration. It will be seen 
r from Appendix V that against the total estimated outlay of 

Rs 69*42 orores an expenditure of Es. 47*04 orores was incurred 
to end of 1954-65 and that the total expenditure to end of 
1965-66 is estimated at Rs, 66*08 crores, leaving a shortfall of 
only Rs. 4 34 orores.

in Cl easing the national income by about 25 per cent over a period 
of five years and providing employment opportunities to about 8 
million persons. The plan also gives an indication of the measures 
to be taken for raising the necessary resources. 

The Second Five-Year Plan of this State has been built 


from the village upwards. The plan aims at doubling real income 
within the shortest possible period. Village plans have been 
prepared on the basis of the widest participation of the people 
and have been integrated into district plans. The district plans 
have been correlated to the plans prepared at the State level. 
As Honourable Members are aware, the plan underwent a number 
of revisions with reference to the resources of the country as a 
whole and also the resources which we can hope to raise ourselves 
at the State level. Not only is there difficulty in regard to 
financial resources hut the problem of securing materials and 
trained personnel for execution of schemes imposes a severe 
restriction on the pace of development. The size of the plan has 
now been fixed at Rs. 116*2 crores. The programmes now 
included in the plan are only tentative. They will have to be 
repiewed annually with reference to the resources available and 
the targets achieved, attention will be concentrated on the 
programmes to he implemented during a particular year and for- 
ward planning will be confined to the programmes proposed for 
the year immediately following.

Chittoor area. At the end of the Second Five - Year Plan period 
about 1,600 towns and villages are expected to receive power 
supply and the p&r capita consumption is expected to increase 
fiom 10 to 20 units. 


Highways. 16. The total road mileage at the commencement of the 
First Five * Year Plan was 14,794. The additions during the 
current plan period will bring it to 15,430 miles comprising 900 
miles of National Highways (constructed and maintained from 
Central revenues), 6,808 miles of roads under the control of the 
State Government and 8,722 miles of roads under local bodies. 
Out of 6,808 miles under the State Government's control, 1,366 
miles are State Highways, 4,420 miles are major district roads 
and 14 miles are classed as other district roads. Eoads classed 
as major district roads to a length of 2,800 miles are under 
the control of District Boards The policy of the Government is 
to take over these roads gradually from District Boards. 


During the Second Five-Year Plan period, it is proposed to 
take over from local bodies about 1,600 miles of roads including 
about 60 miles of roads executed as famine relief works. It is 
also proposed to lay new roads to a length of 110 miles to connect 
villages to main roads and to improve existing roads to a length 
of 300 miles. Provision is also made for the construction of 150 
bridges and cuherfcs under "Other Roads”. The aim of this 
programme 18 to connect the more important villages with mar- 
keting centres and district headquarters.

Hindi has been made a compulsory subject of study as third 
language in Forms I to IV with effect from the current academic 
year. Its study will be contmued m V and VI Forms in the 
succeeding years. The Government have also taken steps for 
propagating Hindi by opening Visarada Vidyalayas, making 
grants-in-aid to Hindi Premi Mandalis, etc. The expenditure on 
these measures is shared by the Union Government, State Govern- 
ment and Hindi Ptaoharsk Sabha. 


During the First Plan period, 761 new elementary schools 
were opened and there are now about 18,000 primary schools in 
the State. There are 600 high schools in the State including 15 
multi-purpose high schools. There are at present 78 training 
schools (66 ordinary and 22 basic). Honourable Members wdl 
no doubt recall that, during the current year,' the Government 
have sanctioned the openii^ of a new Engineering College at 
Visakhapatnam by the Andhra University and also the opening 
of a compressed diploma course for 2^ years in civil, mechanical 
and etleotnoal engineering at Anantapur and Kskinada. 

The Second Five-Year Plan contemplates increase in the 
number of children attending schools by 16 per cent m the age 
group 6 to 11, and 20 per cent in the age groups 11 to 14 and 14 
to 17. The plan includes provision for opening the necessary 
numbei of new schools— 1,000 primary, 60 middle and about 26 
high schools. Fifteen high schools are proposed to be converted 
into multi-purpose schools and 30 of the existing high schools 
into higher secondary schools. 


Medical 18. The medical facilities in the State are poor but their 
improvement, like that of other social services, entails large 
Health, recurring expenditure beyond our present resources. Neverthe- 
less, some provision has been made in the plan for improving 
medical rehef in the State. Additional buildings, estimated to
